Warfaw, March 31. 


HE King of Sweden being recover’d of 
his Indifpofition, continu’d his March 
towards this City. On the 26th he 
encamp'd within 6 Leagues of it, and 
wolasdiee came hither incognito: He 
has not yet given Audience to the Envoys who at- 
tended his coming to make Propofals of Peace to 
him. "Tis believ’d his Majefty will fhortly march 
towards the Royal Pruffia, to drive the King of 
Poland out of it. The chief Body of the Saxon 
Troops is at Pultausk, 7 Leagues from hence on the 
Narew, The Lithuanians. at Suras on the fame 
River above Ticotzin. The laft Letters from Mari- 
enburg tellus, That the Diet which began to fit 
there on the 16th of this Month, have not yet come 
toany Refolutions on the Points propos’d to them. 
There has been a great Conteft between the Senators 
and the Deputies of the Palatinates, who pretended 
a Right to Vote as well as the Senators, which the 
later would not allow of ; bur at length this diffe- 
fence was accommodated , The Deputies of the 
Palatinates, after having enter’d their Proteftations, 
tefting fatisfied with being prefent at all Confulta- 
tions, as Witneffes, that they might be able to give 
an account of them to the little Diets. There have 
been feveral Difputes likewife between the Senators 
themfelves, occafion’d by the diverfity of their Sen- 
timents, infomuch that the King of Polgnd was 
oblig’d to adjourn the Affembly till after Eafter- 
Holydays. The flownefs of their Proceedings has 
likewife oblig’d the Cardinal Primate to defer open- 
ing the Affembly which he fummon’d to meet in 
this City; that he might take fuch Meafures as may 
be proper after the Refolutions of the Affembly at 
Marienburg are known, and that the Senators that 
are there, may render themfelves here in compliance 
to his Sammons. The Troopscommanded by Counr 
Steinbock, having taken fome Ornaments out of a 
Church, the Cardinal Primate fent a Letter to that 
General to complain of it, who immediately caus’d 
them to be reftor’d. 
Dantzick, April 6. We learn from Marienburg, 
That the Deputies of Lithuania arriv’d there towards 
the end of laft Month, and next day had Audience 
of the King of Poland, to acquaint him, That in 
the Council held on the 27th of laft Month at Vilna 
the Capiral of Lithuania, ic was refolv’d by the De- 
puties, that they would affift his Majefty with all 
their Force. After which. they propos'd in the Diet, 
That the Nobility thonld be order’d to mount on 
Horfeback ; That the Lords of the Houfe of Sa- 
picha fhould be declar’d Rebels, and be ftrip’d of 
all their Eftates, Offices and Dignities. This the 
Deputies of Poland oppos’d, urging that fuch vio- 
lent Proceedings would break all the Meafures taken 
to compofe things amicably, would unneceffarily 
engage the Republick in new Troubles; and befides, 
irritate the Houfe of Sapieha, and put them on en- 
gaging all their Friends to hinder a Peace from being 


concluded. The Lithuanians reply'd, That thefe 
Arguments tended to retard the Deliberations of the 
Diet, and render their Meeting fruitlefs, and were 
defign’d to favour the Enemy ; adding, That if 
the Poles perfifted in fuch Sentiments, they were 
refolv’d to make a League with the Mufcovites and 
other Forreign Potentates againft the Swedes. ’Tis 
fuppos'd thefe Inftructions were given them by the 
chief Noblemen of Lithuania, who have taken upon 
themfelves the Offices belonging to the Family of 
Sapieha, and would maintain themfelves in them. 
Mean time the Deputies of the Palatinate of Ma- 
zovia have interpos’d their good Offices with the 
King of Poland in behalf of the Sapichas, to whom 
his Majefty has thought fit to fignifie, thar he would 
forgive the Sapiehas the Injuries they had done 
reas provided the Republick would likewife pardon 
them. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated May tr. 

Letters from Warfaw of the 13th fay, that the 
King of Sweden had lately another Fall from his 
Horfe, which put him into a Fever, but is fince re- 
cover’d and at prefent in perfect Health ; that he has 
had 2 private Conferences with the Cardinal Primate 
and the Princes of the Houfe of Sapieha, one at 
Tzernikow the other at Villanova ; that they all ap- 
pear to be diffatisfied with the Proceedings of the 
a Council held at Marienburg by the King of 

oland: That the Swedith Troops continue to meve 
towards Pruffia and will endeavour to beat the Saxons 
out of that Country : That the Peace is as far off as 
ever : And that the French have renew’d their In- 
trigues to keep the War on Foot. 

Thofe from Marienburg of the 19th advife,that the 
Saxons have begun to pull down the Houfes in the 
Suburbs of Thorn, and feem refelv’d to wait the 
coming of the Swedes, and defend themfelves boldly : 
That the King of Poland who is ftill at Marienburg 
is prepariog to go from thence very fhortly to joyn 
the Mufcovites in Lithuania: That the Saxon Troops 
encamp’d at Pultausk, in the Palatinate of Mazovia, 
have been reinfore’d with 6000 Poles led by Prince 
Wifnowiski, and are order’d to follow the Swedes 
and obferve their Motions: That the Troops of 
Lithuania are to joyn thofe of the Crown and the 
Saxons,who will then be in aCondition to act againft 
the Swedes with Vigour: That the Staroft Rubre- 
flowski being made Secretary of War by the King of 
Poland, both he and his Brother have relinquifh’d 
the Swedes, and render’d themfelves inthe Army of 
the Crown; Notwithftanding they had before en- 
gag’d to raife 10000 Men for the Service of the King 
of Sweden; on Promife of a confiderable Sum of 
Money, part of which they had receiv’d: And add, 
that the Diet of Marienburg began to fit agen on the 
18th.
